Iegitimacy is the con- 
troversial subject of a 
position paper issued to- 
day by the State Social 
Welfare Board, according 
Robert E, Mitchell, 
chairman, 

Mitchell, an attorney, 
stated the report grew y out 
of the Board’s rn

said, “‘Our proposals are 
provocative, with the ex- 
pectation they will stim- 
ulate discussion leading 
to greater emphasis being 
placed on the rights, phy- 
sical well-being and so- 
cial development of these 
youngsters,’’ The paper 
cites a number of cir- 
cumstances in which 
overzealous efforts to 
protect the unmarried 
parents are detrimental 
to preserving the rights 
of the child, 

Pointing to national fig- 
ures, the Board indicates 
that illegitimacy in the 
United States doubled be- 
tween 1950 and 1967 and 
tripled since 1940, Cali- 
fornia’s incidence is 
above the national av- 
erage and growing more 
rapidly, In 1967, Cali- 
fornia had an increase of 
3411 illegitimate births 


while experiencing a re- 
cacti - 4450 ee
